Gun amnesty in Hobbema 

In an effort to curb violence, reserve becomes first to offer program

In a move to thwart vio¬ 
lence that has gripped a 
central Alberta aboriginal 
community, the province 
and police will give resi¬ 
dents in Hobbema a 
chance to freely turn over 
their guns to police — the 
first move of its kind in a 
Canadian reserve. 

Anyone in Hobbema can 
get rid of their unwanted 
guns, even knives, by call¬ 
ing the local RCMP with¬ 


out being charged with 
possessing unregistered or 
unlicensed firearms be¬ 
tween Aug. 1 to Nov. 3. 

But police will test all 
guns, and if they deter¬ 
mine the weapon is stolen, 
they will conduct an inves¬ 
tigation, Solicitor General 
Fred Lindsay said yester¬ 
day. 

When asked if conduct¬ 


ing an investigation over a 
stolen weapon would act 
as a deterrent, Lindsay said 
the move will still be effec¬ 
tive in a community that 
has a large number of 
street gangs. 

“When you are at a situa¬ 
tion where your communi¬ 
ty’s security is in danger, 
folks in their community 
want to make it a lot 


safer,” said Lindsay. 

“This is an opportunity 
for those people to turn 
those guns in.” 

The amnesty comes 
three months after 23- 
month-old Asia Saddleback 
was wounded in her home 
after a gang-related drive- 
by shooting. 

Since the shooting, 
RCMP Cpl. Darrel Bruno 
said the community has 
made steps in curbing the 
violence. That includes 
forcing teens to stay off the 
streets between 10 p.m. 
and 6 a.m. through an en¬ 


forced curfew in a commu¬ 
nity with a high popula¬ 
tion of people under the 
age of 18. 

“When young Asia was 
shot, it galvanized the com¬ 
munity, it mobilized us to 
take action because such a 
thing should never occur,” 
said Carolyn Buffalo, a 
spokeswoman for the band 
that includes Hobbema. 

Albertans handed over 
more than 2,700 unwanted 
firearms and other 
weapons to police in a 
province-wide, one month 
amnesty in 2006.

Oil-rich Arctic sparks 
environment worries 


Developing the huge 
amounts of newly 
assessed Arctic oil and nat¬ 
ural gas reserves amounts 
to “playing with fire as far 
as nature is concerned/’ 
says the head of a Canadi¬ 
an citizens’ group. 

Tony Clarke, executive di¬ 
rector of the Ottawa-based 
Polaris Institute, was com¬ 
menting on yesterday’s re¬ 
port by the U.S. Geological 
Survey (USGS) estimating 
the area north of the Arctic 
Circle has 90 billion barrels 
of “technically recoverable” 
oil and 1,670 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas. It was 
the first-ever assessment of 
the entire area north of the 
Arctic Circle. 

This would amount to 13 
per cent of the world’s total 
undiscovered oil and about 
30 per cent of the undiscov¬ 
ered natural gas.

The Arctic assessment, 
which also includes 44 mil¬ 
lion barrels of technically 
recoverable natural gas liq¬ 
uids, examined 25 defined 
areas thought to have po¬ 
tential for petroleum. 

Clarke takes issue with 
the prospect of massive 
Arctic development, stress¬ 
ing “before any steps are 
taken to exploit these re¬ 
sources, there must be seri¬ 


ous thought given to eco¬ 
logical impact in the most 
sensitive area in the world.” 

At a press conference in 
Washington, scientists said 
more than half of the oil re¬ 
serves occur in only three 
geologic areas, including 
two off the coast of North 
America. They were most 
optimistic about potential 
in Arctic Alaska, where wa¬ 
ters are disputed between 
Canada and the U.S. 

Andrea Harden-Donahue, 
energy campaigner for the 
Council of Canadians in Ot¬ 
tawa, emphasized the need 
for social and environmen¬ 
tal impact before “rushing 
into an energy gold rush.” 

“It feeds into an already 
out-of-control industry with 
the concerns of the public 
and the environment sec¬ 
ondary,” she said.

oured and privileged. It 
fills me with so much 
pride to (carry the flag),” 
said van Koeverden. “I 
can’t wait.” 

Van Koeverden had too 
strong a resume to be ig¬ 
nored and was chosen 
over a group of other pos¬ 
sible candidates that in¬ 
cluded equestrian Ian Mil¬ 
lar of Perth, Ont., who at 
61 is competing in a 
record-tying ninth 

Olympics; diver Alexandre 
Despatie of Montreal, an 
Olympic silver medallist 
and former world champi¬ 
on; and triathlete Simon 
Whitfield, the 2000 Syd¬ 
ney Olympic champion. 

Van Koeverden will be 
Canada's best medal hope 
in Beijing, as the reigning 
Olympic and world cham¬ 
pion, as well as world 
record holder in the men’s 
K-l 500 metres. He has 
been a force on the World 
Cup this season, winning 


five of six races (three in 
the K-l 500, two in the K- 
1 , 1,000), and capturing a 
bronze in the other K-l, 
1 ,000. 

The 26-year-old from the 
Burloalc Canoe Club in 
Oakville, Ont., also has 
the kind of attitude that 
the COC is hoping will be 
instilled in athletes as 
they move towards the 
2010 Vancouver Olympics 
and beyond. Asked about 
the pressure of competing 
for Canada, van Koever- 
den’s response was: 
“Bring it on.” 

“You should be stressed 
out about racing for Cana¬ 
da,” he said earlier this 
year. “People are watch¬ 
ing. You should perform. 
It’s your job to perform. 
It’s your job to run 100 
metres or throw a javelin 
or paddle a kayak.” 

Van Koeverden is well 
respected among his 
peers. Among those who 


were pulling for him to 
get the job of flag bearer 
was Clara Hughes, the on¬ 
ly Canadian to ever win 
medals in both the winter 
and summer Olympics. 
She will likely be a top 
candidate for the honour 
at the 2010 Games. 

“I think he is the perfect 
choice because he is an 
athlete not afraid to put 
himself on the line — any¬ 
where, any time, against 
anyone,” said Hughes. 
“There is this misconcep¬ 
tion about Canadian ath¬ 
letes that we are ‘too nice’ 
and sometimes I read 
things about Adam being 
brash, or cocky. I think he 
is fantastic. 

“He says what most of us 
feel — that we want to be 
the best! His energy, drive 
and confidence is the per¬ 
fect mix for the athlete 
leading the Canadian team 
into the Beijing Olympics.”

Canadian golfers feel the heat 

Wait continues for another homegrown champ as Open gets underway today 


After battling punishing 
conditions at the British 
Open, Canadians Mike 
Weir and Stephen Ames 
face another daunting 
challenge in trying to end 
a 54 -year drought for 
home players at the 
Canadian Open. 

No Canadian has claimed 
the national championship 
since Pat Fletcher in 1954, 
leaving Weir, Ames and 17 
other Canadian contenders 
trying to wrestle the title 
away from back-to-back 
winner Jim Furyk at the 
Glen Abbey golf course 
starting today. 

Weir, the 2003 Masters 
champion from Bright’s 
Grove, Ont., came tantaliz- 
ingly close to ending the 
dry spell the last time the 
Canadian Open was staged 


on the par 71, 7,273-yard 
Jack Nicklaus designed lay¬ 
out in 2004 but came up 
just short after losing to Fi¬ 
ji’s Vijay Singh in a playoff. 

“I remember (in 2004) 
that everybody was very ex¬ 
cited,” Weir told reporters. 
“I was in contention, and 
Canada was playing for the 
gold in the world (hockey) 
championships. So there 
was a different atmosphere 
than a normal golf tourna¬ 
ment. 

“But it was a special feel¬ 
ing. 

“I was really disappoint¬ 
ed. What can I say? I’ve had 
plenty of those in my ca¬ 
reer. That was right up 
there with a number of 
them. 

“You live and learn and 
go on. That’s four years ago.

tennis Roger Federer’s

4 eggs 

2 tbsp (30 mL) sugar 
1 tsp (5 mL) vanilla 
1-1/2 cups (375 mL) milk 
4 day-old croissants 
1-1/2 cups (375 mL) fresh 
blueberries, divided 
V4 cup (60 mL) brown sug¬ 
ar 

Icing sugar and/or maple 
syrup 

METHOD: 

Whisk eggs, sugar, vanil¬ 
la and milk together. Cut 
croissants into 1-1/2 inch 
(4 cm) pieces. Press pieces 
into mixture, pushing un¬ 


der liquid. Cover and re¬ 
frigerate 2 hours or 
overnight. 

Preheat oven to 375F 
(190C). Butter an 8-inch (20 
cm) square baking dish. 

Gently add 1 cup (250 
mL) blueberries to bread 
mixture; spoon into dish. 


Sprinkle with brown sugar 
and bake until puffed and 
bubbly, 30 to 35 minutes. 
Let stand 10 minutes be¬ 
fore serving. Serve warm 
with remaining berries, ic¬ 
ing sugar and/or maple 
syrup. 

Blueberry tips: 


• The Pick of the Crop: 
Choose blueberries that 
are plump and brightly 
coloured, as berries do not 
ripen after they have been 
picked. Blueberries will be 
deep blue, dusted with a 
silvery frost. Size is not an 
indication of ripeness but 


colour is, so steer clear of 
blueberries that are still 
red. Likewise, pass over 
any berries that are shriv¬ 
elled, mouldy or if their 
boxes are stained with 
berry juice, all indications 
that the berries are past 
their prime. 

• Good for you: Blueber¬ 
ries are a good source of fi¬ 
bre and have a high level 
of anthocyanins in the 
blue pigment, an antioxi¬ 
dant beneficial in fighting 
the effects of aging, heart 
disease and cancer. One 
cup (250 mL) blueberries 
has only 86 calories and 
supplies about 23 per cent 
vitamin C and 14 per cent 
fibre of our recommended 
daily requirements.

from the Toronto-based indie 
collective’s members. 

Much like the group’s pre¬ 
vious side projects, BSS alum¬ 
ni contributions (co-founder 
Kevin Drew, Andrew White- 
man, Justin Peroff, Ohad 
Benchetrit, the gang’s all 
here) are ubiquitous on Can¬ 
ning’s diverse album, and in 
the same vein as Whiteman’s 
National Anthem of 
Nowhere under the Apostle 
of Hustle brand, production 
was meticulous and slow- 
moving, so much so that 
Something For All Of Us 


came out one year late. 

Canning’s opus was to co¬ 
incide with the release of the 
other existing BSS Presents ti¬ 
tle, Drew’s Spirit If..., which 
dropped last September, 
though an earlier version of 
Canning’s album leaked on¬ 
line in June. 

“I’ve never been the great¬ 
est at making deadlines,” 


laughs Canning, 38. “I wasn’t 
surprised about the leak ei¬ 
ther. I just wasn’t happy with 
the minute details of some of 
the songs, so I spent a lot of 
time touching them up for 
store releases. If you got the 
online version, you don’t get 
to go out to your local record 
store and support the music. 
But then, what’s that all go-

ing to mean 100 years from 
now, really?” 

But while Drew kept his ef¬ 
fort under lock and key, Can¬ 
ning was quite open to re¬ 
vealing his process, allowing 
Bruce McDonald, director of 
1996 mockumentary Hard 
Core Logo, into the studio to 
film the closing days of Can¬ 
ning assembling his diverse 
array of driving bassy under¬ 
currents and unpretentious 
bangers, such as single Hit 
the Wall. Titled The Raw Side 
Of Brendan Canning, the doc¬ 
umentary is tentatively set to 
air on IFC in the fall. 

“It’s weird having a camera 
crew around when you’re 
trying to record. You get self- 
conscious, but Bruce and I 
have worked before. We’re 
friends and he’s very respect¬ 
ful,” he said. 

“I guess I could have gotten 
myself arrested or drugged 
up or angrily smashed stuff 
to make better television, but 
I let it be. What can I tell you? 
It’s an unapologetic look at 
the humble life of a musician 
in the middle class suburbs.”

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Film probes 
aftermath 
of London 
bombings 

A film inspired by the 
2005 London suicide 
bombings that killed 52 
people explores the mis¬ 
trust they stoked 
between communities 
and how Islamist radicals 
threatened to drown out 
the voice of moderate 
Muslims. 

Shoot on Sight, starring 
Greta Scacchi, is set in Lon¬ 
don just after the July 7 
bombings and follows the 
story of a Muslim police of¬ 
ficer thrust into the lime¬ 
light when a Muslim man 
is mistaken for a bomber 
and shot dead. 

Tariq Ali, played by Indi¬ 
an actor Naseeruddin 
Shah, finds himself caught 
between police officers 
who are prejudiced against 
him because of his race 
and religion and a Muslim 
community that shuns 
him for betraying them. 

“They don’t trust him in 
the department because he 
is a Muslim and they don’t 
trust him at the mosque 
because he is a police offi¬ 
cer,” director Jagmohan 
Mundhra said ahead of the 
film’s release in Britain on 
Aug. 22. 

“I have always admired 
British society for being 
the most tolerant. It’s not 
just lip service, they have 
actually done it,” Mundhra 
said. 

“Then the actions of a 
few suddenly start causing 
this chasm. It becomes us 
versus them, and I think 
all these years of blending, 
suddenly comes to 
naught.” 

Mundhra, an Indian Hin¬ 
du, was in London at the 
time of the attacks on the 
underground train system 
and a bus, and noticed how 
people’s attitude to him 
changed because he was 
assumed by many to be a 
Muslim from South Asia. 

Later the same month, a 
Brazilian man mistakenly 
believed to be a suicide 
bomber was shot dead by 
police. Mundhra used the 
incident as a trigger for his 
thriller. 

He denied the film, the 
first feature to deal with 
the July 2005 events, was 
insensitive to victims. “I 
feel that you can’t be an os¬ 
trich in the sand, you can¬ 
not ignore what is happen¬ 
ing in society.”
